WON BACK HIS STRIPES 



A remarkable story of ncrvc*- 
recovery and ' a resultant Act of 
Parliament was told hy a British 
professor recently in London, Eng. 

A sergeant in "tile Expeditionary 
l T orcc lost his nerve and ran away. 
He was tried by court-martial, and 
sentenced to five years' penal servi- 
tude. But in the interval between 
the sentence and its confirmation 
the famous attempt of the Prussian 
. Guard to break through our line was 
made, and every availahlc man was 
rushed up in support of the British. 
They included the prisoner's guard, 
and the .prisoner, of course, fol- 
lowed suit. 

He had recovered his nerve, and 
not only fought well, but performed 
an aet which in ordinary circum- 
stances would certainly have 
brought- him a medal for gallant 
conduct, and probably the Victoria 
Cross. As a result, the man's sen- 
tence was' quashed, the record ex.

The public rejoicings arc only ' 
postponed, and [he organizations' 
formed 10 carry out the commem- 
oration were encouraged to con- 
tinue their work of preparation and 
education, so that when the war is 
over and victory has crowned the 
British and allied forces, fitting fes- 
tivities might be held. These festi- 
vities are likely lo be all the more 
impressive in view of the fact that 
we shall be celebrating not only the 
conclusion of a century of peace 
with our neighbours, but the over- 
throw of those forces which have,, 
for so many years, menaced Hie' 
peace of the whole world. 

The public celebrations of this 
triumph of reasonableness and 
goodwill should be one of the earli- 
est events after lite conclusion of 
the present dreadful struggle. The 
Canadian Peace Centenary Asso- 
ciation, and ils corresponding body 
in flic United Stales, the American 
l'eacu Centenary Committee, have 
madu all the necessary preparations, ' 
and it is to be hoped that their work 
will be crowned with success.

But he:was sagacious enough to re- 
cognize that the stern discipline of 
the College was meant to benefit him 
and accordingly he was benefitted! 
-Ernest emerged from Training 
therefore, with a good mauv rough 
corners knocked off, and in "a much 
more pliable, frame of mind for be- 
Jng moulded into Ofiicership. He 
was appointed to the Finance De- 
partment, and, under skilful tuition 
was taught how to enter up and 
balance ledgers. 

He took to this work as a duck 
takes to water. It was congenial to 
him, and suited his tastes for a 
systematic way of doing things. He 
instinctively felt that he had found 
the work he was adapted for, and 
he resolved to make it his life's 
work, 

The study of accountancy occu- 
pied henceforth ■ most of his time.

Here 
is a living investment that will never 
cease to return blessings.'"

"Well, it seems to mc that the 
slight stories of love and devotion 
recorded in this small volume set 
forth the Salvationists concerned as 
being on the same path as their 
Master. They also have "gone out" 
to the heathen and those afar off. 
That is the very essence of the mis- 
sionary spirit. They have conic down 
and left all. to help the broken and 
forgotten in life's ,hatlle, as true 
Neighbours, 

"It is not, I claim, a small thing 
that amidst the hurly-burly of this 
day such a practical witness is borne 
to the practical synuiathv of our 
God." 

When writing thus I desire also 
to ask the friends of The Army to 
remember us in prayer. It is surely 
not necessary to be a Salvationist in 
order to realize what an enormous 
burden it all involves upon mc, upon 
Mrs. Booth, and upon our imme- 
diate helpers. The care of God's 
Work is the greatest of all cares, 
and only in God's strength can we 
carry it.
